NEW NUTRITION POLICY? 

A new administration will 
soon be moving into the White 
House. As the new regime takes 
over, it would profit them to 
consider carefully observations 
made recently by an old guard 
U.S.D.A. economist on problems 
associated in establishing a 
workable National Nutrition 
Policy for .this country. 
Whatever is done in nutrition 
will have a direct impact on our 
nations’s food policy goals over 
the next four years. 

Will their goal be to minimize 
income-related malnutrition? If 
so, will we see an accentuation 
of programs such as provided by 
food stamps? Will they be 
willing to accept prevailing food 
eating habits as they are or will 
they attempt to change 
established mores in the interest 
of providing what the 
nutritionists feel is a superior 
diet for the American public? 

U.S.D.A. Economist, Don 
Paarlberg, suggests that the 
development of an acceptable 
food policy requires input from 
the economist, the nutritionist, 
the sociologist and the 
politicians. As we determine our 
policy, Paarlberg says the system 
of input from many kinds of 
experts works well most of the 
time - but not always. “The 
system fails when these roles are 
incorrectly perceived, if the 
economist thinks he is an 
administrator, or if the 
nutritionist behaves like a moral 
philosopher or if the politician 
wrongly considers himself an 
expert in scientific disciplines.” 

BLENDED PROGRAM 

‘‘Nobody is going to be 
completely happy with the 
compromise solution that 
emerges from the process,” says

PROGRAM PAYS 
$500 REWARD 


VISALIA — The Secret

“Any possible course 
of action is likely to fall short of 
the goal proposed by each of the 
various advocates.” Nonetheless, 
the U.S.D.A. Economist feels 
this “blending of disciplines’’ is 
necessary if the experts are to 
reconcile their policy differences 
into an effective program. 

Paarlberg says it would be 
unwise for a nation to seek 
one-dimensional food policy 
goals. His advice is “to respect 
the political process, which, 
despite its difficulties, is still the 
best way of resolving the 
conflict between goals.” 

COMPROMISE ANSWERS 

“The important thing is to 
ask the right questions of the 
right people - economic 
questions of the economist, 
nutritional questions of the 
nutritionist and political 
questions of the politician. And 
to put the answers together in a 
spirit of compromise rather than 
contentiousness,” he concludes. 

As the Carter Administration 
begins to formulate its own 
overall food policy, they may 
want to keep Paarlberg’s 
comments in mind. They should 
be considering all: aspects of 
nutrition, taste, habit, economics 
and politics. To leave out any of 
these factors would be a serious 
mistake. Food will soon become 
the most. powerful economic 
force in the world. We can 
expect the desire for improved 
standards of living in many 
foreign countries to create a 
rising demand for U.S. food 
products. The food policy of the 
new administration will 
determine how effectively our 
nation’s farmers gear up to meet 
this world-wide demand for 
food.
